2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record taught or suggested the laminating of a circuit board which included 
the steps of forming a signal plane into signal lines and lands, thereafter selectively 
roughening at least the lands of the signal plane but less than all of the formed signal 
plane to have a second roughness greater than the first roughness of the unroughened 
regions, and providing a voltage plane on a second layer which likewise has selective 
roughening provided thereon wherein the portion of the voltage plane which was not 
selectively roughened mirrored the portion of the conductive signal plane which was left 
unroughened and laminating the voltage plane to the signal plane with a sticker sheet. 
The reference to Japanese Patent '620 did not envision the roughening of the voltage 
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plane in the fashion whereby the unroughened portions of the signal plane mirrored the 
unroughened portions of the signal plane.
